5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
care of the cemetery for the ensuing year and make appropriation 
of the same. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to se- 
cure state aid construction and trunk line maintenance for the 
ensuing year and make appropriation of the same. 


7. To raise $5,000 to secure Federal aid on highways for the 
ensuing year, and make payment of $1,000 per year with interest 
until paid. 


8. To see if the town will vote to install'a furnace to heat 
the Town Hall, and make appropriation for the same. 


9. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to whether 
the amendment proposed by the convention to revise the Consti- 
tution shall be approved.
